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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The DeFife et al. reference in the information disclosure statement filed 01 March 2002 
has been lined through because no copy of the reference could be found in the application. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because it appears that the contact angle is misidentified in 
Figure 2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

3. The specification is objected to because of informalities such as: it does not contain the 
heading "Brief Description of the Drawings", etc. 

The applicant is requested to review the application thoroughly and make all appropriate 
corrections. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

6. Claims 1-20 are rejected because claims merely setting forth physical characteristics 
desired in an article, and not setting forth specific compositions which would meet such 
characteristics, are indefinite since they cover any conceivable combination of ingredients either 
presently existing or which might be discovered in the future and which would impart the desired 
characteristics. See Ex parte Slob, 157USPQ 172. 

7. The phrase "the substratum is contacted by further macromolecules by means of a 
chemical bond" in claim 1 renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear if the 
macromolecules are required to by chemically bonded to the substratum. 

8. A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the 
broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim 
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does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. See MPEP § 
2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex 
parte Wu 9 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is 
followed by "such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim 
indefinite by raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is 
(a) merely exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 
86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 6 recites the broad recitation of 
"n-alkanes", and the claim also recites "preferably containing from 8 to 24 carbons" which is the 
narrower statement of the range/limitation. 

9. Claim 20 recites the limitation "said biologically active form or conformation" in lines 1- 
2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

11. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Thorn et al. 

(Optimizing Cell-Surface Interactions by Photografting of Polyethylene glycol)). 

Thorn et al. teach the grafting of ABMPEG 10 kDa onto a polysulfone spin coated 
substratum by means of UV radiation (see Methods and Materials, sections 1 and 2). The 
ABMPEG 10 kDa is applied from solutions having concentrations of 0.001-100 g/1 (Figure 2). 
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This appears to be the same coated substratum as produced in Example 3 of the instant 
application (see pages 59-61 of the instant specification). As such, the grafted substratum of 
Thorn et al. should inherently possess the same characteristics as that of the claimed invention. 



Double Patenting 

12. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co,, 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

13. Claims 1 and 8-10 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 18-21 of copending Application No. 10/362,677. This is a provisional 
double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 



14. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection is 
appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined application 
claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined application 
claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., 
In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re 
Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 
619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
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with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 

scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

15. Claims 2-7 and 1 1-20 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-39 of copending 
Application No. 10/362,677. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the invention recited in claims 1-39 of copending 
Application No. 10/362,677 fully encompasses that of instant claims 2-7 and 1 1-20. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented.
